The Morgan County Water District 
Board awarded a bid Monday for con- 
struction of its Phase 11 Water Line 
Project. In the planning since 2001, the 
project, scheduled for completion early 
in 2007, calls for construction of about 
33 miles of new water line extensions 
and will make county water service 
available to approximately 240 new cus- 
tomers in various sectors of the county. 

R. Risner Construction, Inc., of West 
Liberty was tentatively awarded the con- 
tract and work on the $1.8 million 
project is expected to begin by the first 
of July. 

Water District Manager Barbara 
Stacy said seven companies had origi- 



nally expressed interest in bidding, but 
only two proposals were submitted: R. 
Risner Construction, Inc., 
$1,540,853.00, and D. F. Bailey Con- 
struction of Owingsville, $1755,700.20. 

Areas to be served by the new lines 
include sectors of Ky. 205, Ky. 705, 
Hwy. 976, Newcomer Road, Barnett 
Ridge Road, Nickell Branch Road, 
Murphy Fork Road, Upper and Lower 
Long Branch (3345), Hwy. 2498 (Lib- 
erty Road), Pekin Road, Denniston 
Road, and Hwy. 844. 

The project is being funded through 
a USD A Rural Development loan-grant 
package, and an ARC grant, along with 
local funds from hook-up fees. 



‘Banking hours’ are 
utilized to shorten 
school year five days 

Bowing to wishes expressed by a 
group of teachers and some students and 
parents who attended Monday’s school 
board meeting, the board voted to uti- 
lize accumulated “banking time” to 
shorten the current school year by two 
days. The action will allow high school 
commencement exercises to be held on 
Friday night, May 26 — the last day of 
school — instead of on Tuesday, May 30, 
as previously scheduled. 

The “banking time” was accumulated 
by the board by adding 15 minutes to 
each mandated 6-hour school day. The 
accumulated extra time could then be 
counted to reduce the number of make- 
up days required to compensate for class 
days missed due to inclement weather. 
A full school year is 175 days. 

After amending the school calendar 
to reflect the changes, the board also 
voted to grant a request by the teachers 
to stop “banking time” for the remain- 
der of the school year. 

In other business, the board gave for- 
mal approval of its intent to establish and 
implement an employee random drug 
testing policy beginning in the 2006- 
2007 school year. The board will for- 
mally approve the policy at its May 
meeting and a clause will be included in 
teachers’ contracts next year informing 
them of the policy.

FRANKFORT, Ky., April 
12 — With the time remaining in 
this year’s General Assembly 
dwindling down to a few hours, 
lawmakers in the House and Sen- 
ate approved a two-year $18 bil- 
lion budget for the common- 
wealth. 

The spending plan, which in- 
cludes a record amount of debt, 
now goes to Gov. Ernie Fletcher 
for consideration. 

Although Fletcher has ex- 
pressed his gratitude toward law- 
makers for passing a budget, he 
hasn’t said publicly if he would 
object to any of its provisions. 

Because the state constitution 
orders the session to end by April 
15, lawmakers cannot override 
any line-item veto by Fletcher. 

The governor has 10 days to 



use his veto authority. 

Following the Senate’s unani- 
mous approval Monday, the 
House passed the measure on a 
98-2 vote Tuesday. 

One priority from both sides 
of the aisle and from the gover- 
nor this session has been teach- 
ers’ salaries. 

The budget would give Ken- 
tucky teachers a pay increase of 
about $4,100 over the next two 
years. 

If enacted, the budget would 
expand the school calendar with 
two additional instruction days. 

The bill also includes $50 mil- 
lion for computers for elementary 
and secondary schools. 

One item from the House’s 
budget that couldn’t be agreed 
upon was $34 million earmarked 
to provide full-day kindergarten 
for Kentucky students. 

State employees would also 



see a boost in their pay with a 
sliding wage hike from $400 to 
$1,350 a year. The raises are 
based on a sliding scale with the 
lowest paid workers receiving 
more money than higher paid 
employees. 

The Louisville bridge projects, 
which triggered controversy ear- 
lier in the session because oppo- 
nents feared they would drain 
funding from other construction 
projects, will receive about $185 
million under the proposal. 

The budget also calls for $75 
million to be used for construc- 
tion of a new arena in Louisville. 
A provision in the House version 
of the budget that tied funding to 
a specific location was struck 
from the final compromise. 

To pay for part of the projects, 
the budget contains a change in 
the state’s gasoline tax plan. 

Under the current regulations, 
the state collects 1.1 cents per 
gallon if the cost of gasoline goes 
above a certain threshold that is 
tied to the wholesale price. If 
enacted, the budget would set the 
rate at 1. 1 cents

What Legislators Would Just 
As Soon Voters Not Know

FRANKFORT — For years 
fiscally conservative Republicans 
have lambasted their opponents in 
the General Assembly as “tax and 
spend Democrats.” 

The tactic has been successful 
in helping the GOP take control 
of the Kentucky Senate, narrow 
the Democrats’ majority in the 
House of Representatives and 
propel Republican Ernie Fletcher 
into the Governor’s Mansion. 

Today, the more appropriate 
epithat would be “borrow and 
spend,” and the phrase applies 
equally to Republican and Demo- 
cratic legislators, all but two of 
whom voted for the new $18.1 
billion state budget that contains 
a record amount of new debt. 

At some point the borrowing 
and spending has to end, or else 
legislators are going to be forced 
to raise taxes to continue meet- 
ing the bond payments on all the 
debt they so eagerly incurred. 

That’s a fact senators and rep- 
resentatives of both parties would 
just as soon the voters not know 
about in this important legislative 
election year. 

The 2006-2008 budget passed 
and sent to Fletcher last week 
contains $2.38 billion in new 
bonded debt. That’s a record 
amount. The previous record was 
set in the 2004-2006 budget 
passed by the General Assembly 
only last year. In barely 12 
months, the House and Senate 
have added about $4 billion to the 
state’s overall debt. Annual inter- 
est on that total debt is close to 
$900 million a year and again 
every year until the debt is repaid. 

(Coincidentally, that $900 mil- 
lion a year is nearly the amount 
of new money experts told legis- 
lators six years ago was needed 
to fully fund elementary and sec- 
ondary education programs in 
Kentucky.) 

So what are the taxpayers get- 
ting for all this money borrowed 
in their name and based on their 
collective good credit in the 
nation’s bond markets? 

On every university and col- 
lege campus in every region of 
the state will be gleaming new 
buildings, even as non-faculty 
employees of the University of 
Kentucky threaten to unionize 
because their pay raises are less 
than those approved for faculty. 

Louisville gets $75 million 
toward its new arena and $185 



million as the first of many in- 
stallments on two new Ohio River 
bridges. Lexington gets more 
than $90 million for a hotel and 
Kentucky Horse Park improve- 
ments in preparation of an inter- 
national equestrian event there. 

There also are literally hun- 
dreds of smaller projects in the 
budget that include hiking trails, 
local ball fields, water and sewer 
construction — the list is nearly 
endless. 

And solid arguments can be 
made in favor of just about every 
one of those projects, except that 
paying for them over the next 20 
years means their ultimate cost 
will be about twice when interest 
is paid on the debt, and that 
money will not be available again 
until the bonds are retired. 

It also likely means that in two 
years, when the next budget is 
prepared, there may not be much 
in the way of new revenue to pay 
for still more university buildings, 
new hiking trails or desirable 
projects like the equestrian event 
that become available by 2008. 

This whole business of load- 
ing down a state budget with 
projects in legislators’ districts is 
relatively new to Kentucky. A 
decade ago when the national and 
state economies were booming, 
new tax revenues flowed into the 
Kentucky Treasury in such huge 
numbers that legislators were able 
to go on a project spree, but on a 
pay-as-you-go basis. Golf 
courses, local history museums, 
parks and just about anything in 
the legislative imagination got 
funded. 

All that cash came to an end 
after 2000, and in fact a succes- 
sion of state budgets had to be 
slashed substantially to make 
them balance. 

The legislative addiction to 
projects, however, was so strong 
that even as spending on educa- 
tion was being cut — and univer- 
sity tuition climbed annually in 
double-digit numbers — borrow- 
ing to pay for projects rose from 
one budget to another. 

And now we’ve set a new debt 
record. 

All the while the state employ- 
ees ’ retirement system is hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars short 
of what actuaries say it needs to 
pay future benefits. 

Ah, but there will be new 
hikirig trails and ballparks to play 
in.

A Latino movement? Or just a movement? 



The turnout surprised every- 
one. More than 500,000 Latino 
protesters in Los Angeles last 
month. Nearly as many in Dallas 
Sunday. On Monday, hundreds of 
thousands nationwide. It’s big, 
it’s unprecedented — and no one 
knows what it portends. 

Quite unexpectedly, a popula- 
tion living in the shadows of 
American society has emerged 
into full view and found its voice. 
Illegal immigrants and their sup- 
porters are on the march, galva- 
nized by a House immigration bill 
heavy on enforcement and offer- 
ing no path to citizenship. 

Most of the protesters are 
Latinos. And for many, this is 
their first American political ex- 
perience — the largest showing 
of such power from a group that 
has overtaken African-Americans 
in number. 

The demonstrators identify 
with the civil rights marches of 
the ’60s, singing “We Shall Over- 
come” in Spanish. They talk 
about the beginning of a national 
movement. “Today, we march; to- 
morrow, we vote,” enthused 
young faces chanted. On May 1 , 
they plan a national boycott of 
jobs and commerce. 

But is this a movement in the 
making or just moment? 

It’s a stretch to compare the 



protests to the civil rights move- 
ment. That struggle emerged from 
an entirely different history, in- 
cluding slavery and decades of 
statutory discrimination that took 
years of court and legislative ac- 




tion to overturn. What Congress 
is grappling with is more of a 
policy decision — a complex one, 
but a regulatory one nonetheless. 

At the same time, the civil 
rights movement benefited from 
strong leadership. The Latino pro- 
testers are a grass-roots phenom- 
enon, spurred on by Spanish-lan- 
guage media, and loosely orga- 
nized. Churches, unions, and 
community groups seeing this 
wave coming, have grabbed their 
surfboards and are riding it. 

Nor is this the only Latino 
wave. A poll by the Pew Hispanic 
Center last August shows one- 
third of Latinos born in the U.S. 
believe illegal immigration hurts 
the economy by driving down 
wages. About 60 percent favor 
banning driver ”s licenses for 
illegals. 

At th is point, the demonstra- 
tors ’ message also registers more 
as a protest against the specifics 
of a certain bill, than an agreed 



agenda on how to get to their goal 
of citizenship, if that goal is ever 
reached, is that the movement’s 
end? Latinos, to date, have coa- 
lesced around single issues, but 
haven’t shown much political 
unity on the national level. In 
2004, they accounted for only 8 
percent of the vote. Illegal mi- 
grants, of course, can’t vote. 

Which is another reason why 
it’s so hard to gauge the protest- 
ers’ influence on Congress. One 
sympathetic sentiment — “we are 
not criminals” — is apparently 
being heard. Wisconsin Rep. Jim 
Sensenbrenner, the Republican 
who sponsored the House bill, 
described as “overkill” the pro- 
vision that makes it a felony to 
be an illegal immigrant or to as- 
sist one. 

Yet, many politicians are 
rightly standing firm for stronger 
enforcement of the law. And pro- 
testers may find they spark a 
backlash in advocating citizen 
rights for lawbreakers. 

At this early stage, it’s impos- 
sible to say where the new Latino 
movement, if that’s what it turns 
out to be, is headed. It’s fighting 
for more than 11 million illegal 
migrants. It wants its voice heard. 
For now, that’s all that can be 
known.

I sit and think every night how 
life would be different if Jeff was 
still here. I sometimes even have 
dreams about how life would be 
if he was still here. It’s been al- 
most a year and I still have these 
dreams. Sometimes I even see his 
face in the clouds. I would just 
love to get one more chance to 
just tell him how much I love him 
and care for him and no matter 
what I will always be here for 
him. I miss Jeffery with all my 
heart and sometimes I just try to 
wake myself up from this awful 
nightmare that I’ve been living 
since April 19, 2005. I never 
thought that someone could lose 
their life at such a young age. Jeff 
was killed in a tragic car accident 
on April 19, 2005, but what re- 
ally made his death hurt worse 
was that his last couple of weeks 
with us couldn’t have been worse. 
Jeff had been getting harassed at 
school by a couple of guys just 
because of the color of his skin. 
Myself, I didn’t see color when I 
looked at Jeff. He was just like 
everyone else. He loved to joke 
around and just hang out with his 
friends and he was so sweet. To 
this day his death lays on my 
shoulders. I feel I was the cause 
of this horrifying event. I think 
“what if I just kept my mouth shut 
and wouldn’t have told him that 
those guys had called him those 
degrading names”, then maybe he 
would still be here with us today. 
I know that he is in a much better 
place now but it just isn’t the same 
without him. I only met Jeff a 
couple of months before his death, 
so I didn’t really know him like I 
wanted to but I did know him 
enough to know that he didn’t 
deserve to die. No one deserves 
to die that young. He didn’t even 
get to graduate from middle 
school. I miss Jeff with all my 
heart and I just wish that I could 
go back in time and keep him 
from going through all that pain 
of being harassed and maybe 
somehow keep him and his fam- 
ily from hitting that pole. See, I 
go past where he wrecked every 
time I go to my grandma’s. It kills 
me to see it. I mean I tell myself 
“Court, don’t look at it, you know 
you don’t want to.” But some- 
how I always seem to look at it. It 
kills me to know that that’s where 
one of my best friends died. The 
day he died I made him a prom- 
ise while we were at school that 
no matter what happened I would 
always have his back and I still 
do. I don’t think that the imma- 
ture guys that harrassed got what 
they deserved. I mean they didn’t 
even get punished. So why’d Jeff 
have to be punished? It just 
doesn’t make sense to me, why 
he’d have to be punished for be- 
ing a different race, that didn’t 
change him; he was still a young 
boy who didn’t know that his life 
would be cut short! It came with- 
out a warning. And I just hope that 
everyone learned something from 
this awful tragedy, that just be- 
cause someone might look differ- 
ent to the human eye doesn’t 
mean that they shouldn’t be 
treated the same. We were all cre- 
ated by God so that makes us just 
alike in some way, so whatever 
may come in your life just re- 
member to treat others the way 
you want to be treated no matter 
the race, religion or any other dif- 
ferences. 

I miss you so much, Jeff, and 
we all wish you were with us... 
Our love to you always !

Spring is tree-planting time. Strategically placing greenery 
around your yard in March and April can mean energy savings all 
summer long. 

Strategically placed trees can do more than just make a home 
look good. They can shade it from the hot summer sun well enough 
to cut cooling bills by as much as a quarter. 

Planting shade trees like oak, white ash, linden, and honey locust 
on the south side of a home throws shade on the walls and windows 
that otherwise would soak up the hot sun.

City, school system, county to share benefits of grant 

The benefits from a $198,750 grant awarded to the City of West Liberty by the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers through the PRIDE Program will be shared by the city, the county school system, and county 
residents, represented above, from left, by Mayor Bob Nickell, Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold, and County Judge Executive Tim Conley. The funds will be used to help finance a city sewer 
system extension to serve the county’s new elementary now under construction on U.S. 460 west of 
West Liberty. The extension will eliminate the need for a package sewage treatment plant at the 
school and will provide some 80 residences along U.S. 460 with an opportunity to hook onto the 
sanitary sewer system. The project is expected to be advertised for bids this summer. In the mean- 
time, the city has authorized the sale of $801 ,800 worth of water and sewer revenue bonds to help 
finance construction of a number of additional extensions, additions and improvements to its existing 
water and sewer systems.

Court ruling may help 
victims of timber theft

A decision handed down by 
Ohio County Circuit Judge 
Ronnie Dortch may allow courts 
to impose much heavier penalties 
on timber thieves than has been 
possible in the past. 

Most cases of timber theft in 
Kentucky are conducted in civil 
rather than criminal trials and re- 
sult in fines that reflect the value 
of the property stolen. Attorney’s 
fees for the plaintiffs have tradi- 
tionally been determined by a per- 
centage of the award, rather than 
b y the amount of billable hours 
the plaintiff’s attorney actually 
spends on the suit. 

In the case of Thomas 
Hardesty, Judge Dortch chose to 
award attorney’s fees based on 
billable hours, which added a con- 
siderable cost to the amount the 
defendants had to pay. 

The :on the stump” (actual 
value of the timber stolen) award 
was about $7,500 so the legal fee 
under the contingency method 
would have been a percentage of 
that award. 

Linsey West, an attorney from 
the Lexington firm of Woodward, 
Hobson and Fulton, submitted an 
affidavit arguing that timber cases 
are very complicated, and that it 
is nearly impossible to find an at- 
torney who will take one on a con- 
tingency fee basis, as opposed to 
an hourly basis, unless timber loss 
is great. Because of that, he ar- 
gued, limiting attorney’s fees to a 
percentage of the actual loss is 
equivalent to shutting small prop- 
erty owners out of the legal sys- 
tem in matters regarding timber 
theft. 

On Nov. 3, the Ohio County 
Court agreed with West and 
awarded more than $97,000 in 
attorney’s fee and $ 1 8,600 in other 
costs. 

Other states are taking a harder 
view of theft or other removal of 
trees and logs. The Farmer maga- 
zine indicates that states like Dela- 
ware, Louisiana and Washington 
are also getting tough on timber 
theft cases. They are adopting 
stricter civil trespass codes, 
awarding multiple damages for 
destruction, levying payments for 
reforestation, awarding money for 



mental anguish, and even impos- 
ing penalties on good-faith viola- 
tors. 

A number of other states are 
also turning to criminal instead of 
civil action. 

In Eastern Kentucky, which 
produces some of the highest 
quality hardwood in the world, the 
approach to treating timber theft 
as a criminal instead of civil prob- 
lem is gaining ground. However, 
there are still a number of diffi- 
culties in prosecuting timber theft, 
as Letcher County Sheriff Danny 
Webb, who has investigated sev- 
eral cases, wrote: 

“Since January 2003 when I 
first became sheriff of Letcher 
County, I have received numerous 
complaints of timber theft. On 
many occasions, landowners live 
out of state and do not discover 
the theft or damage until the tim- 
ber thieves are long gone. Find- 
ing witnesses is extremely diffi- 
cult, especially if the case is cold. 

“Law enforcement is also 
faced with the decision of whether 
the case is civil or criminal. Fur- 
ther complications may include 
forged contracts, identifying prop- 
erty lines, extent of damage, and 
number or cost amount of theft 
must be determined. The cost of 
having these assessments com- 
pleted is often too expensive for 
the victim in the crime to bear the 
costs, thus making them the vic- 
tim of the system.” 

Like other forms of property 
theft, timber theft is a problem that 
continues to plague landowners in 
Kentucky. A number of elements, 
from absentee land holding to dif- 
ficult mountainous terrain make it 
difficult for landowners to regu- 
larly survey their property to de- 
termine if someone has invaded 
and stolen timber or mined ille- 
gaily. 

However, with rulings such as 
the one by Judge Dortch, property 
owners may have the option of 
hiring high-powered law firms 
that may have been out of their 
reach before the ruling. Dortch has 
gone a long way toward making 
timber theft a crime that can and 
will be prosecuted, and one that 
will attach a heavy cost from those 
who willfully violate others’ prop- 
erty rights.
